A book was published not long ago under the title of “'Thackerayana,” containing a number of Illustrations professedly taken 
from Mr. Thackeray’s drawings. They are, for the most part, mere schoolboy scraps and fancies—some may possibly have been 
attributed erroneously to his hand; and all are reproduced by a process which necessarily makes the Engravings very inadequate 
renderings of the original work. 

Mr. Thackeray’s sketches lost in engraving and in drawing upon wood, and his representatives—who were entirely uncon- 
cerned in the publication of the book called after his name—think it right to state their extreme unwillingness that it should be 
regarded as in any sense authorized by them, or admitted by them as an adequate representation of his artistic feeling. To justify 
this protest they have collected a few drawings, which have this undoubted merit, that they are certainly his, and which will be 
copied by a process that will give a faithful reproduction of the originals. 

The designs contained in the volume tell their own story. Some of the drawings are hasty sketches, and were made in 
travelling note-books ; others were afterwards used for purposes of illustration ; some are pictures that were drawn for the amuse- 
ment of children, others for that of his friends. They might be multiplied indefinitely, but it is thought that the specimens here 
given are enough to show the habitual manner of his work.
